Along with the new postal building for Upland 
comes a very strong indication the postal rates will be 
increased. At least, at this point the long-discussed 
postal increase is more likely at this session of Con- 
gress than it has been for several years. 

The $750,000,000 increase recommended by the 
senate post office committee may not be just as ex- 
actly planned at present but some higher rates are 
quite certain. 

An increase will be generally acceptable. The 
boost would be far more acceptable, however, if the 
“franking” privileges of members of congress were 
drastically curtailed and if government bureaus were 
limited in the amount of “free” mail. 

This widely-spread and vital federal department 
should be maintained on a “pay as you go basis.” It 
will cost considerably more to send The Upland News 
but newspapers and magazines in general are willing 
to pay more.
